State and District Conservation- 
ists came down to my farm to 
make the study on heavy duty 
crop rotation. That is the corn 
following the five-year Bahia grass 
sed and the light duty rotation, 
corn following thrée-year crim- 
son clover rotation.” 

Smith led the 35 SCS tech- 
nicians to the middle of his corn 
field which was the dividing 
line between the two corn plots. 
He said, “Boys, you can see the 
difference here; you don't have 
to look too close to determine 
the best corn in these plots. I 
can tell you, I am convinced 
that the corn following the five- 
year Bahia grass sod will pro- 


duce twice as much corn as that PO 


following the three-year corn- 
crimson clover plot. Bahia grass 
sod which was turned in February 
is responsible for the difference 
you see in the corn out here." 
An ear count was made in late 
August to determine the corn 
yield. Smith. proved he was not 
far wrong when he said the corn 
following the five-year Bahia grass 
plot would double the yield over 
the corn following the thrée-year 
corn-crimson clover plot.

Al cxops need plenty of water. 
One strong stalk of corn uses 
a barrel of water during its life 
time. There ara only three ways 
a plant can get extra water: (1) 
by putting down long, deep roots; 
(2) by planting crops in bottoms 
and nearer creeks; and (3) by sup- 
plemental irrigation. 

The easiest and least expensive 
way to give your plant more 
water is to break the land deep 
and let the~plant reach down 
with long roots and get extra 
water. 

This year break your land well, 
pulverize it thoroughly. Do these 
early enough for the soil to soak 
up some moisture before plant- 
ing time. Be ready to plant early. 
This is especially important with 
corn, and is also helpful on 
other row crops.

ARMY WORMS 


Watch for outbreaks of army 
worms in oats, wheat and other 
small grain. These pale, green 
worms, if not controlled, may strip 
the foliage and grain from an 
entire field. 

Begin looking for very small 
worms around the base of the 
plants or under legumes in late 
March or early April. Poison when 

5 to 7 small (onehalf inch) 
worms are found per square foot. 
The worms are easy to kill when 
small. 

Cut worms pose another early 
spring threat to young plants.
